MEDICAL PRECAUTIONS 


Have you checked with your doctor regarding medications and 8 hour time 
change? Don’t forget extra medication for the trip. Ask if you can take something to help 
you sleep on the plane. 


RANSPORTATIO 


We will be flying Air New Zealand from LAX non stop to London. Our flight 
leaves Friday October 1* at 2:45 PM arriving around 1AM our time, 9:20 AM London 
time. We leave London Friday the 8" at 4:10 PM and arrive home at 7:30 PM. 

I will be arranging transportation to and from the airport. At a later date I will 
announce the pick-up point. 


IMONEY MATTERS 


Once the trip is paid for in August, you will need to start saving for your meals. 
Remember that your dollar will not be worth as much in Bnitain. I suggest you put aside 
your weekly spending money plus other savings. You might consider applying for a 


Credit Card JUST FOR THE TRIP to use for emergencies. This card would need to be 
cut up after the trip. 


MEALS IN BRITAI 


Meals in the Large cities such as London will be more expensive than the smaller 
towns. I have asked for a list of inexpensive places to eat. Of course we will find 
McDonald’s, Burger King, Pizza Hut and KFC. Pubs, museums and Tea Rooms are also 
inexpensive places to eat. 

Breakfast is served at 6:30am and if you want anything to eat you need to eat 
before 9:00. We will be on the road early every day so you will need to be ready to eat by 
6:30. Lunch will be between 12:30 and 1:30 . Afternoon tea is served between 3pm and 
Spm. Dinner from 7pm until 10pm. 

All restaurants are required by law to display their current prices outside the door. 
These amounts include Value Added Tax (VAT), currently at 17.5 percent. Service and 
cover charges (if any) are posted so you will have a rough idea what a meal will cost. 
Services charges (usually between 10 and 15 %) are sometimes automatically added to 
your bill. Pubs and cafes expect cash. 


IBRITISH FOODS 


Fish and Chips 

Plowman’s Lunch (bread, cheese, pickles garnished with salad) 

Shepherd’s Pie (minced lamb baked with a topping of mashed potatoes) 

Roast Beef (traditional Sunday lunch) 

Dover Sole (flat fish) 

Bangers and Mash (Cumberland sausage and mashed potatoes) 

Steak and Kidney Pie (beef and kidney in gravy, baked in a pastry crust) 

Sherry Trifle (sponge cake soaked in sherry and served with custard) 

Laverbread (Welsh treat made from dark-colored seaweed, served with seafood or bacon, 
toast and tomato) 

Cockels and Whelks (small shellfish) 


A British tradition. The tea is usually from India or Sri Lanka, served with cream 
and sugar. If it is an herbal tea, it will be served with lemon. Small delicately cut 
sandwiches are eaten first: fish paste and cucumber are traditional fillings. These are 
followed by scones, jam, and cream. Other options include buttered toast or crumpets. 
Leave room for a slice of fruit or sponge cake, chocolate éclair or Scottish shortbread. 


If you do not have sturdy luggage that locks, you need to think about purchasing a 
new one. Have you gotten your backpack yet. Remember this is what you will carry daily 
with you.
